her own household affairs. 


Mrs. Osbourne has brought suit against 


her. husband, who is living In New York, 
to force him to contribute 
a 
regular 


monthly allowance for the support of 
their children which are In her exclu- 
sive charge. Osbourne's answer to the 
complaint Is that he is a pauper and has 
no source of income, hence cannot con- 
tribute anything to the children's sup- 
port. 


CAUSE OF THE EXPOSURE.

Osbourno wrote from Honolulu, 
pro- 


posing marriage, and soon afterward tho 
wedding took place. "It was Ideal at the 
outset,"' said 
Mrs. 
Osbourne. 
"Mrs. 


Stevenson was Wnd to us both, but dis- 
covering that I refused to be dominated 
by her she turned against me-and would 
not bo satisfied until she had allied her 
son with her.

were 
married six 


years and then came the crash.

Stovenson has won her point, I suppose. 
Sho can take what satisfaction she may 
In tho.knr>wledse of the misery and euf- 
forlnK which she has brought about.

RUIN THE LOCAL BUTCHER 


Such an Ordinance, Declares Editor of 


Trade Paper, Would Put City Markets Into 


Hands of the Big Trusts 


(From Butchers and Stockgrowers' Journal, November 6, 1909.) 


The City Council of Oakland and tho 


wholesoie and retail butchers are sparring 
for an opening In which to Introduce an 
ordinance satisfactory at 
once to the 


every community must pay for Its own 
inspection, Just as thf entire populace of 
the United States pays for the inspection 
of all meats and meat products for ex- 
port and interstate trade. It will never 


butchers and 
tho public—guaranteeing j do *>y taxing those men Trtio supply the 


local market with meat to force the en- 
tire business Into the hands of those 
packers and slaughterers who are now 
enjoyingr free United States inspection. 


ANENT LOCAL INSPECTION. 


This Journal has always advocated local 


Inspection provided surh can be arranged 
for without Injustice to local wholesalers. 
It does not appear to us that the Oakland 
City Council appreciate the great dlffl- 
culty of accomplishing1 this desired result. 
As far as we can see, It can only be ac- 


I eompllshed by the city paying for such 


pure meat for the consumption of the In- 
habitants of that city. 


Naturally It is a very hard task for the 


City Council to prepare such on ordinance 
for a great number of reasons. In our 
opinion the premises upon which it is 
proposed to build the ordinance in ques- 
tion are entirely wrong. 
Aa we under- 


stand it, It Is proposed to place the coat 
of local inspection upon the wholesalers. 
"Why? 
Those slaughterers who export 


meat or enter into interstate trade are 
given "United States inspection free. How 
then can the men who supply the local 
market afford to pay for inspection''1 It 
sterns to us that this is a cl^ar cose of 
making fish of one and 
flc=h of 
the 


other, and that anv such legislation would 
unjustly force the llttlo man out of busi- 
ness, prevent the competition which now 
exists and thrust the retailer and con- 
sumer Into the hands of a trust equal 
to that -which now controls the butchering 
business east of the Rockies. 


FEDERAL INSPECTION. 


Of course, our readers will understand 


that tho Federal Meat Inspection Law !s 
limited to meat and meat products for 
export and interstate commerce, and that, 
e\en xUth the so limitations, it Is almost 
Impossible, 
v. ith 
the 
liberal Congres- 


sional appropriations, to supply the nores- 
pary inspectors. It is calculated that to 
applv 
government inspection to local 


packers and slaughterers would, at the 
lowest estimate cost the country over 
$20,000.000 annually in excess of the pres- 
ent yearly expense of this branch of the 
Agricultural Department. 
Therefoif, It 


stands to reason that tho States, coun- 
ties and cities and other separate rom- 
munlties mubt protect local 
consumers, 


and that to tfit -wholesalers would prove, 
In the Increased cost of meat, merely 
another way of dumping it upon the 
shoulders of tho consumer. 


But it will be argued, and justly, that 


the local consumer has just as much right 
to protection in tho meat trade as the 
foreigner or the inhabitants of other 
States, to which meat raised In California 
Is shipped. To this it may be replied that 


necpssary, then 


inspection. 
Even then difficulties might 


arise. For Instance, much Oakland meat 
slaughtered In stockyards is exported to 
San Francisco. Then the question would 
arise whether Oakland inspection would 
be accepted over there ? 
On the other 


hand, Butchertown meats are also Im- 
ported Into Oakland; will the Oakland 
Council pass such meats upon the say-so 
of the San Francisco Inspect ors ? 


RUIN TO LOCAL MEN. 


One thing is certain, the method of 


taxing the slaughterer, as wo understand, 
is proposed by the Council, will, if carried 
out, ruin the industry and force the sup- 
ply of the local market Into the hands oC 
that representative of the Chicago Com- 
bined Packers, the "Western Meat Com- 
pany and its branches. If our information 
Is correct this company Is now advocating 
such ordinance because It knows well the 
effect it will have to drive the trade to It, 
enjoying as it does free government in- 
spection. Let the Council remember that 
for more than fifteen years past there has 
bern a bitter fight right here upon the 
Bav of San Francisco to prevent tho Beef 
Trust obtaining 
control of this 
mar- 


ket, 
forcing out the independent slaugh- 


ter or whose presence Insurps free com- 
petition, arul place the retailers under its 
thumb, malting them, as arc their East- 
ern brethren, mere distributors for the 
trust. Therefore, the proposed ordinance 
is of vast importance to the trade and 
should the mistake be made of taxing 
the slaughterers for inspection, it can- 
not fail to play right into tho hands of 
the great monopoly with corresponding 
injury to th* local trade

[at last taking a broad and comprehensive and en- 
Jaghtened view of the interests of San Francisco 


and lining up in favor of the adoption of the 
and water front Improvement bonds. 
They 


[have reached that point in the study of the com- 


mercial situation on the Pacific Coast to realize 
that the concentration of commerce in San Fran- 
cisco bay and the perpetuation of its commercial su- 
premacy is not dependent on the facilities which 
San Francisco can give to shipping, for the reason 
that city's water front is too small. The broader- 
niinded men engaged in commerce on the other

open up to them. 


James Rolph Jr., the president of the San 


Francisco Merchants' Exchange, has therefore.

Oakland before the close of the Oakland bond 
campaign on the necessity of improving even- 
available foot of -water front on San Francisco bay 
as an imperative means of maintaining its com- 
mercial prestige and supremacy.

cisco over $00,000,000 to improve its water front. 
The statement is not only untrue, but ridiculous. 
San Francisco has not spent a cent directly on its 
own account for the construction of its seawall 
and its wharves. Every dime that has been ex- 
pended for such a purpose has been contributed by 
the State indirectly through the revenues of the 
State Harbor Commission. Since that body was 
created up-to-date, the total revenues have not ex- 
ceeded an average of $5(10.000 per annum and out 
of that sum an army of tax-eaters has been sup- 
ported in addition to the cost of water front im- 
provements. 
If. therefore, the whole revenues 


from commerce had been devoted to water front 
improvements during the past sixty years, and the 
money for the payment of the va=t army of State 
•water front employes had been drawn from some 
other source, the \\hole cost wi u'ul not have ex- 
ceeded $30.0(10.000. As a matter of tact, however, 
the cost of improving the San Francisco water 
front in its perishable form ha.i amounted to less 
than one-half that figure.

militant tactics of the suffragette nrmy 
In England. 
"The frenzy of thn few is no 


substitute for the earnest convictions of 
the millions," said Churchill, "and look-

marched backward.

sition today than it was four years Qgo. 
While tactics of silly disorder and petty 
violence continue there Is not the slight- 
est chance of iiny government that wilt 
be called into power giving you the re- 
form which you seek.
